poor wood, and the almost fotal absence of
good, renders the nse of coal a matter of ¢con-
cmy. MHenee anything relating to the manner
of burning this precions mineral will be of ser-
vice to sume if not all our readers. An Al-
bany paper says: «There bas been a great
deal said and written on the true principle ol
burning coal. The art of Lurning coal is not
vet properly understood as is ought to be.—
Too much coul is nusually placed *n the stove,

are imperfectly consumed.  Stoves should be
constructed withair-tight doors, and means of
supplying air to the top of the coal fire as well
as the Lottem. The feed-door should never
be opened except to supply fuel.  When open.
of course cold air rushes inand cools the sides
of the stoves, wasting coal. When too much
ait gets in at the draft-door and ash-pit, the
drait is so strong, that either yoor stove be-
comes to hot, o1 you apen the feed-dvor te
correct the evil—losing heat. When no air
is supplicet to the top of the fire, about half of
vour coal escapes as vapor of carbon, unburn-
ed for want of air, without which, conmbnstion
cannot he perfect.  Smuall flues should bs in
the stove, to adinit a strean of air heated by
contact with the stove, and distributed to mix
with the gas un the top of the fire!™
